ue process of law,- nor deny to any pers} 
son within its jurisdietion the equal pro- 
tection of the law. 

Sec. 2. Representatives shall be appoint- 
ed among the several States accoraitix to 


whole number of persons in each State, 
excluding Indians not taxed. But when 
the right to vote at any election for the 
choice of electors for President and Vice 
President of the United States, Represen- | 
tatives in Congress, the executive and judi- 
cial offices of a State, or the Legislature 
thereof, is denied to any of the male in- 
habitants of such State. being twenty-one 
years of age, and citizens of the United 
States,or any way abridged, except for 
participation in rebellion or éther crime, 
the basis of representation therein shall be 
reduced in the proportion which the num- 
ber of such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens twenty-one 
years of age in such State, be and is here- 
by ratified by the State of Georgia. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be a Senator or | 
Representative 1n Congress, or elector of 
President and Vice President, or hold any 
office, civil or nuMlitary, under ‘the United 
States, or under any State, who, having 
previously taken an oath, as a member of 
Congress, or as an Officer of the United 
States, or as a member of any State Legis- 
lature, or a8 an executive or judicial ofticer 
of any State, to support the, Constitution 
of the United States, shall peveengages in 
insurrection or rebellion against the same, 
or given aid or comfort to the enemies 
thereof. But pote gas may, by a vote of 
two-thirds of each douse, remove such 
disability. 

Sec. 4. The validity of the 
the United States, authorized by law, in- 
cluding debts incurred for payment of 
pensions and bounties for services in sup- 
pressing insurrection or rebellion. shall 
not be questioned. But neither the United 
States nor any Stdte shall assume or pay 
any debt or obligation ineurred in aid of 
insurrection or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or emanci- 
pation of any slave; but all such debts, 
obligations and claims shall be held illegal 
and void. 

See. 5. The Congress shall have power to 
enforce, by appropropriate legislation, the 
provisions of this article.

To the President: The Secretary of State 
having received a resolution of the Senate 
o! the 9th inst.. requesting him to com- 
municate to that pane witbout delay a list 
of the States ef the Union whose Legisla- 
tures had ratifiéd the tourteenth article of 
amendment of the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted Stites, with coples of all the resolu- 
tions of ratifieation in his office, and to 
communicate to that body all resolutions 
of ratification of said amendment whivh 
he may hereafter receive, as soon as he shall 
receive the samé respectively, has the 
honor to report. to the President that official 
notice has been received at this Depart- 
ment, of the ratification of the amend- 
ment referred to by the Legislatures of the 
following States, to-wit: Connecticut, 
Tennessee, New Jersey, Oregon, Vermont, 
West Virginia. Kansas, Missouri Indiana, 
Ohio, lllinois, Minnesota, New York, Wis- 
eonsin,. Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Michigan, Nevada, New Hampshire. Mas- 
sachusetts, Nebraska, Maine, and lowa. 
Besides these acts of ratification, notices 
and certificates have also been received by 
the Secretary of State that the same pro- 
sed amendment has been ratified by the 
gislatures of the States, respectively, 
of Arkansas, Florida, and North Carolina, 
which notices and certificates last men- 
tioned were received from the newly con- 
structed and established authorities assum- 
ing to be and acting as the Legislatures 
and Governors of the said States of Arkan- 
sas, Florida, and North Carolina.
